O 
course, it e.\tciids boiiotith tho sidert-iilk 
ou throe streets, and by the use of tho 
Luxfor luagnifyiug prisms is made as 
light us any ground lloor cstablishmeia 
to bo found in Victoria to-day. The 
tiuor is of concrete, and in the baseiiieni 
a fair idea may be obtained Of tin- 
mujisiveiicss of the fouadation upon 
which tlie maguiflccut btiildliig rests. 
Oilcloths, crockery, wooden and glass- 
ware aiv chiefly found upon this lloor, 
the sliolf-goods shipping department 
alone disputing tho title of " store room " 
for the flat. 

Oil the ground floor, of course, the or- 
naaioiitation is more elaboriitf. Here, 
loo, is soon sometliing of the superior 
lighting provided by the aicbilocl, Mr. 
Sorby— lighting not only by day, but by 
night. The outside walls are practically 
of continuoiLs plate glass, while for even- 
ing displays eiicli of the immense win- 
dows is proviileil with an overhanging 
rellcctor eontaiiiing a. series of electj-ic 
lights (in niitcU tlio saiiio arrangement 
as tliealrieal areliitoeture reiiuircs), so 
thai Ihe contents of. the windows nniy 
be shown as well by niglit as by day.

This 
is oil llie (loveriiinent street side. .Mid- 
way between ( Joveninieiil streel and 
(Jorileii the lloor is broken b.v an orna- 
ineiilal slairway, eiinnlizing the grade to 
Ceriloii strei'l and giviiiir cntranei' lo the 
oiliees anil the ci.iekery liepartment 
proper. The former are tinislied in 
native oak. with plate-glass walls, iind 
iiieluile the general ollic'es private' olllii's 
of tlie iiieniliers of the tirm, 'correspond- 
ence room, elc, all arranged wilh a view 
lo faeilil a I iiig the Iraiisactiou of busi- 
ness, and liaviiig tele[)hoiiic connntiniea- 
I ion with the several departments. Al 
tlie rear inside corner of this lloor is 
placed the locid delivery room, linving 
an entrance from (ionloa strwt dire<;t, 
and from wliich the Fenson freight ele- 
vator oonimatucates with all the floors. 
I?or the use of castomers a thoroughly 
Qrst-clasa OtLs -passenger elevator is 
provided, centrally located and contain- 
ing all the latest improvements, even 
past the date of its instttliation. It is 
both fjist and safe, and makes each flcwr 
etiuul to any oiler in the estimation of 
shoppers. There is & staircase, too, by 
\vliich easy access may also be had. On 
tffe second floor t^e effect of the immense 
erculiir windows is tlic first impression. 
Till! ceiling is lofty, ^ad upwards of 80 
hitiii'lied electric lights provide for 
lliorougli illumiiiatLon for night as well 
:is day.

Their windows differ from tliose of Ih.e 
fiat below in that Ihev ure siiiiare iii- 
stcad of seml-eirculiir, Tliov provide a 
miiBniBcent llglil, however, leaving noi

In other words, the" circular overrides 
the law, but you had bettor obey the cir- 
cular; the Attorney-tJeneral is above the 
law, and you will be siifer to obey liim 
than the legislature. We. aubniit that 
the last sentence above quoted is. as 
extraordinary an assumption of jiowcr as 
can well bo imagined. Accoriling to it 
the Attorney-General's dex)artmeut can

express commands of a statute. It is a 
declaration worth putting side by side 
with tlie Attornoy-Generars direction to 
the constables to slioot down .Mr. Lud 
gate's men on IDoadman' s Island.

TUK EDMONTON TU.VIL, 

The Seattle Times says it is believed 
in oUicial circles that the United States 
aud Canadian governments arc about to 
unite in an expedition for the relief of 
those persons, who are yet ou "the 
Edmontuu trail," iis the overland route 
to the Klondike is called. The Times 
quotes a Chicago man, whose name it 
does not give, as follows: 

We were rortiinate in having to come 
no furtlier Ihuu ;roni Dense Dake. lliul 
we been in good lii.'alth, su[iplied with 
provisions and dog teams, the trip would 
not have been a severe oni}. lUit Un- 
half-starved and nearly crazed men it 
was terrible. Some of the lOdniontoa 
army have penetrated the 15ritisb wild- 
erness to h'rancis Lake, posts on the 
Upper l.iard river. They will have a 
terrible trip back. 

The gri'atest retreat that ever took 
jilaee out of a country will souii com- 
mence to the coast from the Eilniontdn 
trail via Telegra])h Creek and Wran- 
gel. The army will be in worse c(jadi- 
tion than had it been engaged in every 
battle of tlie lute war with Spain and 
had continued the fighting in the Phil- 
ippines. 

It la estimated that 2,000 men went 
into the country. The number that 
turned back before it was too lato or 
succeeded in getting out has been es- 
timated at 2,000, The number of deaths 
is ^aced by conservative men at 2(1(1, 
and in my opinion will reach oOO be- 
fore all the minors get out this sum- 
mer. There must be at least -100 men 
seriously sick in the various camps along 
the trail. This is the condition of the 
men who left ddmonton and AshcroCt 
for Klondike, 

This statement is a good deal mixed 
aud the ligureii are doubtless gross (>xag- 
geratioii. This Chicago man says the 
only thing he has to show for his ex- 
perience is "an mulying hatred for the 
bunco-steering Canadian goveruinent." 
The Canadian government is no more 
responsible for the Edmonton trail folly 
than it is for the war in the Philippines. 
The men who attempted to go to the 
IClondikc by that route were simply 
blindly ignorant or else over-conSdent to 
the point of irresiionsibillty. At the same 
time it is the duly of tlie Ottawa au- 
thorities to make every inquiry into the 
condition of the unfortunates on this 
alleged trail and to furnish any relief 
that is possible.

Is there us much mystery about 
religion as is commonly tuughtV Fre- 
quently clergymen, who believe tliat 
every other subject of human experience 
should be probed to the utmost depths, 
erect the sigu, " No Thoroughfare " at 
the very beginning of the avenue of re- 
ligious thought. Custom sanctions the 
idea of mystery. Because some excei- 
leat people centuries ago were unable 
to gra sp certain ideas, we are told that 
m.^nkiiid has remained ever since in the 
same state of lieljilessness. There has 
been progress in every other line of 
human thought aud action, but in this, 
the most important, we are asked to 
take it for granted that liuinanity has 
stiiud still. Seeing that in everylhing 
else there htLs been evolution, wliy should 
any one deny its operation in this great- 
est of all domuins'^ 

Conscientious ministers of the- Gospel 
I'verywbere are much disturbed over the 
aiialliy of the public- on religious matter 
They say that il is ahiiusL inii)().s.-iibli! to 
gel men to take a lively iuteresL in such 
things, and that if it were not for the 
symi)athetic support of women the 
ehurclics would have to be closed. Does 
nul the fault lie inside the churches: 
Take our own city of N'ictoria. It con 
tains a great number of small orguuiza- 
tions of right living people, who are seek 
iiig for light upon religious subjects 
The number of these and the earnestness 
of the people composing them would be 
(piite a revelation to the i)ul)lic if all 
the facts could be given. There are 
liuudreds of men, who rarely go to hear 
a sermon or a church service, and yet 
are honorable in their lives, good fathers 
and husbauds, e.-veniplury citizens.

Vancouver Island's MIninfl In- 
dustry Nipped in 
the Bud. 



Tlie efleet of the i>rovinciiLl govern- 
ment making eight hours a legal working 
<lay iu the metalliferous niiuea of the 
IiTovinee is hcgiiiiiing lo be felt nearer 
at home. It was bad enough for the 
merchants of tlu' city to receive the 
news that the lairies iu the interior of 
the province, where they have been build 
ing up a large trade, had been eloseil 
down, but is will be worse news for 
\'ieiorinns when they are told that the 
law- has nipped in the liiid tlie efforls 
so well advaiited during la.st year lo 
open up the mines of A^aucouver island. 

Vesterduy llie llnyos mine on Alberni 
Canal was cbised down as a ilireet result 
of the enforcement of the ciglit-liour 
law. Col. Hayes left a few da.vs ago 
for the mine anil upon bis arirval there 
ipiile reasonably hild that he could not 
pay the same wag<'s for eight hmirs' 
xvork us he had been paying for ten 
hours. The miners refused to assept u 
reduction uud the mine was closed down. 
A despatch to the Colonist from Alberni 
says: 

"Things were looking tip here and lust 
week good miners were hard to procure, 
but the town is now again filled with 
idle lueii. IL is hoped that this nefarious 
law will either be repealed or some ac- 
tion taken whereby u satisfactory iir- 
ruugement can be arrived at between 
the miners and the mine owners." 

The liayes mine wag obout to become 
the first regular sliipper of Vancouver 
lelund ore. The property was purchased 
by Col. Hfi^es and his associntes liiiecn 
months ajro anci they immeiliaicly set to 
work to make a n:ine of ii, speadini;

ness of tludr own mine but Ibe fact 
that the ore leads in Alberni wero worth 
following.

A number of BO'trm 
shipineuts of ore were made t<ii llie Ta- 
coiiia smeller and the results were so 
satisfactory that the owners decided lo 
efl'ecl siiidi iliiproveinents as would en 
able lliciii to inaki' regular Khifimeiits.

Less is Ijeiiik' 
subscrilicd, tliofi? ari> luu tt iTiii^s of I'X- 
travaKaiu'f, llio siii'ci'ssi's an- vci-y msi- 
ly, and soliii' Ldiun:lic'S reliisi? lo siil>scrilji' 
unytliiiif; to tlu' fniiil. 'I'liis would bo at 
a very low ebli indeed were it not lor 
the school cliilih-L'n and tlio women. Ihiw 
to acfuuiit for this aparhy and llie huKf 
deficit led to some oiitsixikeu ei-iticisiii. 
Honestly Hcmie ol the ilelet,-atrs attriluil- 
ed till' la(d; of lilierality lo the iirevali'iil 
belier Hint lieiilhrii would be saved 
whotlier tliey lii'ard the fiospel or iiol.

er, denounced the Indiscriniiniite ilaniiin- 
tion of the heathen na a liliel on nn <imni- 
potent God of lOVCj and averred that tliis 
uuscriptural teaching tliat Hie rimmless 
UiiUioQs of heathen wore dooinod to eter- 
nal destruction did more harm t.> Chris- 
tianity than the combined efforts of till 
the missionaries in thf world did Rood, 
No wonder tlio chairman stopped the dis- 
cussion. 

The most important business on Sat- 
nrdny was the consideration of the report 
of the Poreipn Mission ISoard. A s|H'- 
ciitl review wits niveii of tin' field in 
India, llie L!u|itisls liaviu^' just <'om- 
pleted a qiiartiT of a ceainry'.s work in 
that land. .Abandaiif reasons were ^dveii 
foy thankfulness.

Year by year they Ignored this 
missionary obligation. He denied there 
was any cxtravngnnce in connection with 
the foreign work. The burden of the 
raising of money should not be left to 
the Sunday schools and the women's so- 
cieties. 

Kev. L. S. Tltif-'hsnn. in .seivmdi n- Hi'' 
adoption of tbi' re|iorl. said lie did nol 
believe anybody was in this mission work 
for (he money to be jcol out ivf it. (]oii- 
triliulioris had ilecreaM'd. ami adverary 
had lint been so l.iail-voieed.

I'.ev. Mr. Palmer, Petrolia. said: There 
has la-i'pt into mir (dnirelies a disbelief in 
the peril of the lieallien. Penjib. bi- 
lievc' that in smue way or otlier I lie 
lieatheii are ^roinu- to be saved wlietluT 
they t;el the t;os|i.d or nol. Tlie lieallien 
are in awful daii^'er and unless this fact 
is mainlaiiu'd in our churches thcro need 
be no wonder thnt the contributions fall 
off. 

.Mr. .Norton. Tnrnnl.i. said: One r. ;;.">ii 
why so little was siibscribeil was tliit 
p(?ople say. "there are sn many iiiiUioiis 
of heathen and yen cannot but toiieli the 
rim of Ihi^ work." W'liether the liealli- 
en would be elerniilly lost i^r not had 
nothing to do with the obligation to obey 
Christ's command and send them the 
gospel. 

Some other siieaki'rs lilted Uie same 
])oiiit, and also tin' luevalent opinion that 
if the lieatheii did not hear the gospel 
lliev would have a heller lot in the 
future than if they hoard of it and rej<!ct- 
od it. The oft stilted hindrance to un- 
lives accepting Chrl.stianity on necount 
of the semi-brutal conduct of profeiised- 
ly Christian nations was onforced. 

Rev. K. G. Boville objected to Baptists 
telling their people, fo tlie sake of mis- 
sionary collections, things that arc not 
In the Bible, but idmply the conjuring of 
tliosc 'who ore not mncli more advanced 
than the old-time Tiglath-PUeser, King 
of Assyria, to whom the King of Israel 
bowed down. The setatemcnt so often 
heard by those who ought to know tlioir 
Bibles bettor, that every one of the 
heathen is going down to oternMl douth 
because ho has not hoard the j:o«pel, is 
to run counter to the Bible proclamation 
that "God Is lore," Such a belief was

PACIFIC CABLE SURVEY. 

Crew of 11. M. S. Egeria Have a Long 
Cruise Ahead of Them. 

An interesting test wii.i luiido at Es"- 
(luimalt yesterday muniing lo prove the 
accuracy of the instruineiils on II. M. S. 
survey shii) Kgoria. Lieut. Loariuonlh 
of the Fgeria had the chroiioineLur ill 
the Esipiimalt telegraph ollico wliero it 
direct wire over the C. 1'. 11. coiiiiecled 
with .McGill College observiUory. The 
chrononieter there was utlaelied to the 
wire so that the movements ol" the 
peiidiiliini came in on tlie receiving in- 
strument as regularly and (iiiickly as 
made. The beats c:ime one evi'ry two 
seconds until three seconds before the 
minute iinlii .-i pause occurred nnd the 
ne.M Ileal indicated the niiiiule. At the 
lifth minute a pause of ten seconds 
occurred and the lifxt beat indicated 
live, ten or fifteen seconds us the ease 
niiHiht be. Careful records were taken 
by Lieut. Learinonth and just before 
sailing— probably in a week or ten days 
- :i similar e.\i)erlmeut will talto place 
and it can readily be seen that the 
exact variations of the ISgeria's chron- 
ometer can be easily reckoned. It is 
necessary to have chronometers abso- 
lutely correct for obvious reasons.
